"A jail cell is not a bad place to j 
find quiet for meditation," Mayor j 
C. \V. H. Bangs, former Hunting- 
ton college president, says. 


Mayor Bangs, 4:;, has been in 


jail since May 8, 1935. as a climax 
to a two-year crusade to substitute 
the electric services of the muni- 
cipally owned light plant for those 
of the Northern Indiana Power 
company in Huntington. 


"After I leave jail I will carry 


the fight against exorbitant elec- 
tric rates to the highest court in 
the land." Mayor Bangs insists. "I 
am willing to stay in jail indefin- 
itely if 1 can bring relief to util- 
ity patrons." 


Why Mayor Is in Jail 


- Mayor Bangs- went- to-j&sl-a£%er 
Judge David E. Smith, of Fort 
Wayne, awarded the Northern In- 
diana Power company damages to- 
taling SI,901 and asked Bangs to 
pay $1.500 of this sum. 


Mayor Bangs, who has a degree 


in law and has helped fight 
his 


own battles in court, said: 


"If it is necessary that T go to 


jail to win the people of Hunting- 
ton freedom from power company 
dictation. I'm willing 
to 
go. 
I 


would rather rot in jail than pay 
one cent to Northern Indiana Pow- 
er company or to post bond for my 
appeal. As a public official I con- 
tend thai, under Indiana law 
I 


should not personally be required 
to post this bond for appeal."

than those on formula. Some babies 
have only one or two stools a (lay.

The new baby Is mostly digestive 


canal so tt Is not to be wondered 
ut that this central mechanism easily 
sets upset. 
Some slight change In 


the quality ot milk may cause diar- 
rhea, with the passage of numerous 


watery stools but without prostra 
tlon. 
Forcing the baby to eat 01 


finish his bottle when he doesn'' 
want to," may result In the same 
thing-. 'In hot weather the baby's 
appetite la capricious just as yours 
is. and ^-forcing too much food OD 
hili$.1j5lrnpjy results In a revolt. 
,'^*CHe treatment of these intestinal 
•froijblea depends on the severity of 
the condition. All that may be nec- 
essary, in mild cases. Is to reduce the 
amount or number of feedings. Ce- 
reals or cod liver oil or other solid 
foods should be discontinued. 


Water Is the most important thing 


to give the sick baby. The heat and 
the loss of water In the stools thor- 
oughly dries him out. The water 
should be boiled and then cooled and 
fed by a'medlcine dropper or bottle, 
or the 'physician may even decide 
to give it 
hypodormlcally 
If 
the 


stomach Is too upset. 


In severe cases, all food, except 


water ant! well cooked barley water, 
should be stopped. A baby can go 
a long time without food If It get* 
enough water. 


Cathartics usually should not be 


g-fven. If the baby is known to have 
received some -spoiled milk, a small 
dose of castor oil should be given,
